“THE ORLEANS HEN HAWKS” 


Nothing through the years of this theatre’s existence has added more to its charming 
surroundings than the old fashioned oil street lamps (now electrified) that line the Play- 
house driveway along with the rose-clad rustic fence. 


Most of us at one time or another have paused to pay particular and appreciative at- 
tention to these ancient beacons that have, indeed, become nationally recognized as one 
of the most distinctive features of “America’s Most Famous Summer Theatre.” The true 
and colorful history of the lamps, however, is too little known even to many of our oldest 
subscribers. 


Thanks to Jack Johnson, publisher of the Cape Codder, the real story of the lights 
has come from the lips of one of the last two surviving members of the old Orleans Street 
Light Club. Here’s the way Mrs. Addie J. Nickerson, spry little Orleans lady, 90 years 
young, tells it: 


“The Club was the polite name for the group of us women who were called “The Or- 
leans Hen Hawks.” Seems that one night at Rebekahs’ meeting we womenfolks decided 
the town was getting big enough for street lights. That was in 1911. So we planned to 
get up an entertainment to raise funds to buy the lights. A Mr. Newton came along with 
a play to produce and promised ten per cent if we’d put it on. That way we made 
$90 and bought our first street lights. 


“We set up 25 lights, but didn’t have enough money to maintain them, so we an- 
nounced that anyone could have one in front of his house if he kept it lighted. As an 
economy measure, we ruled ‘no lights’ on moonlight nights. 


“Our club began to attract attention. It was probably the only street system in the 
world controlled completely by women at that time. There was only one male in our 
midst, ‘Josh’ Northup who went up and down the streets of Orleans with ladder, oil and 
matches—the Hen Hawks’ lamplighter. 


“Now, about the Hen Hawks part. We went around asking the men who owned poul- 
try to let us have fowl for chicken pie suppers. From these our treasury began to grow 
and we soon became a going business. That’s how we got the less polite title, but none 
of us minded. We were so pleased with the lights. We started to charge 25 cents for 
membership in the club and then we hired a room over the old theater where we went 
and sewed articles for sale. 

“Some years later the first electric lights were put up by Anna Coffin’s husband for 
the Cape and Vineyard Electric Company. Anna is the only other member left of our 
original club. The treasury still goes on up in a Falmouth bank, drawing interest, I sup- 
pose, on an old balance we had of $2,500. What’s to come of it nobody seems to know.” 

That’s the story of the origin of the Playhouse lamps. When the late Raymond 
Moore and Mrs. Hayden Richardson, founders of the theatre, heard of it back in the 
late ’20’s, they lost no time making negotiations for the discarded street lamps. They 
soon purchased them and placed them where you see them tonight.

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Although Hal still calls the Finger Lake 
section of upstate New York—where he 
was born—God’s Country, he has a real 
affection for the Cape.

He 
brushes aside his composing as just an- 
other hobby, but we wouldn’t be surprised 
to hear of him one day as a one-man 
Rodgers & Hammerstein.

skunk skin! The closet and bureau full 
of clothes was solved by the apprentices 
sacrificing their wardrobes for a week— 
and just when they wanted to look their 
best for the Wildes. At this writing we 
tried to contact the three prop girls to 
learn the solution to the other problems, 
but they haven’t been seen for hours. We 
only hope they aren’t skunk-hunting.

THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed to establish a drama, music, ballet, 
horticulture and fine arts center at the Cape Playhouse. Under the will of the late Ray- 
mond Moore, who founded the Playhouse in 1927, it was provided that all of his estate be 
placed in trust for this particular purpose. The Raymond Moore Foundation owns the 
Cape Cinema, the Cape Playhouse Restaurant, the Star Cottage, the Cape Cinema Gar- 
dens, and a controlling interest in the Cape Playhouse.

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WHO'S WHO 


CORNEL WILDE 
(Tony Macrae) 
seemed to be des- 
tined for everything 
but the stage dur- 
ing his early years 
when he was shut- 
tling between here 
and the Balkans. 
When he was a year 
old, the Wilde fam- 
ily left New York 
— Cornel’s birth- 
place—and sailed for Hungary because 
the first world war was brewing and Cap- 
tain Wilde had to rejoin his regiment. 
During the revolution that wrecked Hun- 
gary, Cornel remembers a_ harrowing 
horsecart ride to safety in Budapest. The 
family finally returned to New York where 
he finished school and was ready for 
college at sixteen. A European vacation 
for his father’s health delayed his en- 
trance, and he entered art school in Buda- 
pest instead. Here he took up the national 
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sport, fencing—and his expert swordsman- 
ship almost changed his life. 

Through a series of jobs and a pre-med 
course at City College in New York he 
took every opportunity to pick up the 
foils. As intercollegiate American cham- 
pion, he was a prospective member of the 
1936 United States Olympic Fencing, Team, 
but he decided to default the chance at 
competing in favor of Broadway. His first 
break came with the romantic lead in 
“Moon Over Mulberry Street.” After a 
forty-week run in this, he played opposite 
Ina Claire in “Love Is Not So Simple.” 
“Daughters of Etreus” and “Having a 
Wonderful Time” followed, and finally a 
part in Tallulah Bankhead’s production of 
“Anthony and Cleopatra.” This engage- 
ment gave him a chance to become better 
acquainted with a young actress who had 
greatly attracted him—Patricia Knight. 
They were married during the tour. The 
next few years were lean, and Cornel 
played many club engagements, falling 
back on his skill with the foils, while 
Patricia modeled. The part of the dueller 
Tybalt in the Laurence Olivier - Vivien 
Leigh production of “Romeo and Juliet’ 
won him a Hollywood contract and 
prompted the studios to star him in a 
series of costume extravaganzas in which 
he could cross swords with all the villains 
and their henchmen. It was not until he 
played the composer Frederic Chopin in 
“A Song to Remember” that he was al- 
lowed to prove himself as a fine dramatic 
actor. Among his pictures are “Leave Her 
To Heaven,” “The Homestretch,” “Forever 
Amber,” “The Walls of Jericho,” and 
“Shockproof,” the first film he ever made 
with his wife. This spring they returned 
from Switzerland where he made “It 
Happened on Skis,” which will be released 
this winter. Mr. Wilde has completed a 
play which he hopes to see produced some- 
day—apropos of his favorite sport, it is 
titled “Touche!” 

PATRICIA KNIGHT (Hermione Mac- 
rae) will be remembered by many of our. 
patrons as the attractive young Marjory 
Heizen who used to vacation with her. 
family here on the Cape. Like many | 
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parents, Patricia’s believed that her the- 
atrical ambitions were a phase that all 


young girls go through. They agreed to 
send her to Leland Powers dramatic 
school in Boston for six months, thinking 
that would be the end of it. But they 
reckoned without Patricia’s determination. 
Unknown to them, she went to New York 
job-hunting, and two weeks later was 
dancing at the Capitol Theatre with the 
Strauss Group of Modern Dancers. The 
discouraging business of pavement-pound- 
ing along Broadway was pleasanter after 
she met the young actor, Cornel Wilde. 
When they both landed roles in Tallulah 
Bankhead’s “Anthony and _ Cleopatra,” 
they eloped to Maryland. Lean times and 
small parts followed, and finally Holly- 
wood. While Cornel Wilde was making 
his way to stardom, Patricia had several 
screen offers, but she waited until their 
daughter Wendy was past the infant stage 
before she finally signed to make “Roses 
Are Red,” “The Fabulous Texan,” and 
“Shockproof.” Even since the days when 
they were both playing in the road com- 
pany of “Moon Over Mulberry Street,” 
the Wildes have wanted to do a play to- 
gether. “Western Wind” fulfills that am- 
bition, and if all goes well, they may do 
it for the Theatre Guild in New York. 
JOHN BARAGREY (Gay Hathaway) re- 
turned from Switzerland this spring where 
he made “It Happened on Skis’ with Cor- 
nel Wilde. This was the second picture 
they worked in as a team, having made 
“Shockproof” together for Columbia. Af- 
ter he graduated from the University of 
Alabama, John Baragrey did several sea- 
sons of stock, including fourteen weeks at 
the summer theatre at Skowhegan, Me. 
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There is hardly a state in which he has 
not played, having toured in “Petticoat 
Fever,” “Personal Appearance,” “Arsenic 
and Old Lace.” and with Sylvia Sidney in 
“Jane Eyre.’ His Broadway shows include 
“Twilight Bar,’ “Of All People,’ and “A 
Flag Is Born.” He appeared with Jose 
Ferrer and Uta Hagen in “Richard III,” 
“The Bad Man,” and “Design for Living.” 
After a season’s tour with K.T. Stevens 
and Florence Reed in “Rebecca,” he went 
to Hollywood to make “The Loves of Car- 
men” with Rita Hayworth and “The Saxon 
Charm” with Robert Montgomery. This is 
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his first appearance on the Cape and his 
first in any summer theatre since his suc- 
cess in Hollywood. 


DICK HEPBURN, advance stage man- 
ager for Mr. Wilde, has been writing plays 
ever since he can remember—his total to 
date, thirteen. Since his graduation from 
Harvard, he has been working in the tech- 
nical end of the theatre as a practical aid 
to his play construction. Last summer he 
worked as an apprentice at the Westport 
Playhouse and last season he was assistant 
stage manager for the Theatre Guild pro- 
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ductions of “Set My People Free,’ and 
“My Name is Aquilon.” This summer he 
went back to Westport on the technical 
staff, because the Guild planned to try out 
one of his plays there. When Cornel Wilde 
started rehearsing “Western Wind” there, 
Dick Hepburn was chosen to fulfill the 
important task of stage managing. 
MARTIN MANULIS, director of ““West- 
ern Wind,” is not the least phased by try- 
ing out a new production with the prob- 
lems that short rehearsal time in summer 
stock present. As managing director of 
the Westport Playhouse for the last four 
seasons, he is quite hardened to the rigors 
of stock. For six years he has been head 
of production for producer John C. Wil- 
son in New York and handled such shows 
as “Blithe Spirit,” “Bloomer Girl,” “Day 
Before Spring,” and “Kiss Me, Kate.” 
Since his graduation from Columbia, he 
has only been out of the theatre for the 
four years’ war service he spent in the 
Navy. During one of his Navy assign- 
ments in England, Richard Aldrich was 
his commanding officer. Mr. Manulis 
started his theatre career at Bass Rocks 
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in Gloucester and directed two seasons at 
Wellesley. His Broadway productions in- 
clude “The Men We Marry,” ‘Made in 
Heaven,” “Laura,” and Tallulah Bank- 
head’s “Private Lives.” This spring he 
directed the road tour of “Present Laugh- 
ter,’ starring Edward Everett Horton. 
This is the first time he has worked at 
the Playhouse, but our audience will re- 
member his wife, Katherine Bard, who 
made a great personal hit last summer 
opposite Dennis King in “Second Man.”

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The mural pictured above brought Dennis an artistic honor previously held by Italy 
for more than three hundred and fifty years. The Rockwell Kent - Joe Mielziner paint- 
ing on the walls and vaulted ceiling of the Cape Cinema is the largest picture ever 
painted. 


Up to 1930, when the Cinema was built, this record was held by Tintoretto’s master- 
piece, ‘Paradise’, in the Ducal Palace in Venice—a 2220 square foot canvas. The Kent- 
Mielziner’s modernistic conception of the heavens covers 6400 square feet. In the cosmos 
space are huge figures of wild horses and pairs of lovers, symbolizing strength and beauty, 
and the moon and sun are represented at either end of the auditorium. The sunburst is on 
the stage curtain which folds back like a Japanese screen. 


This interior by two great modern artists is a direct contrast to the exterior—a com- 
bination of classic and Cape Cod architecture. Reminiscent of the Hellenic temples, 
the Cinema facade is a slightly modified copy of the Congregational Church at Center- 
ville. The promenades on either side are copies of Cape Cod barns and cow sheds,
